We ure mostly agreed that, some 
censoring of kinema filins is neces- 
sary. At present the production of 
these things seems to be entrusted, 
as the newspapers mostly are, to 
fools. Wedon't agree with half of 
the auld-wife chatter about kinemas 

being ‘‘ incentives to crime " and 

soon. 
people who think and talk that way 
as a world of padded cells, 

Locally, the censoring of. kinema 
films is entrusted tu police officials. 
Fees are paid by the kinema 
people, which presumally go into 
the coffers of the government. It 
is certain that the government does 
not. need. to ake any profit in this 
way, and. that, so longeas the cen- 
soring is properly dune, it would 
not care where the fees went. 
Moreover, our police’ officials have 
quite enough legitimate police work 
to look after, and would be unlikely 
to complain if they were relieved 
of this job. 

Several of them. take it: on. 
Sometimes the Chief Police Officer 

“bimeelf will du it, and at other’ 
times his assistants take turns. 

Consequently there.is no uniform- 
. ity about’ their, decisions, no..con- 

‘sistency, no apparent principle. 

This job: should be done by one 
mana all the time, who should (and 
would) ‘act upon ‘definite: ‘lines 
“which could presently be learned 
and understood by the film people.
